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Gloves come off 
as fortnightly 
refuse collection 
row rages on

A POLITICAL 
row is brewing 
over the decision 
by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to 
scrap the weekly 
refuse collection in 
favour of more 
recycling and a 
black bag collec¬ 
tion once a fort¬ 
night. 

Allegations have 
been made that the rul¬ 
ing Labour cabinet used 
special powers to push 
the decision through, 
by-passing the scrutiny 
process, but this has 
been denied. 

Opposition leader 
Cheryl Green said that 
all information about 
the new waste contract, 
which has been awarded 
to contractor May 
Gurney, was placed on 
‘pink papers’, which 
meant that the press was 
kept in the dark about 
what was happening. 

In addition, when the 
November cabinet 
meeting agreed to 
award the multi-million 
pound contract, it was 
treated as an “urgent 
matter” with the express 
permission of council 
leader Mel Nott, which 
meant that the commu¬ 
nities and environment 
scrutiny committee had 
no power to call it in 


and scrutinise it. 

Coun Green asked: 
“Why was this treated 
as an urgent matter 
when officers have 
known for the past 
seven years that the 
present waste contract 
is due to run out in 
April? 

“Why was more time 
not allowed so that 
proper scrutiny could be 
afforded? 

“This decision has 
been rushed through - it 
has all the hallmarks of 
Troed-y-ton, whose clo¬ 
sure was also pushed 
through, although at 
least that went to scruti¬ 
ny.” 

However, BCBC’s 
response said that 
although it was dealt 
with as an urgent item, 
it was not exempt from 
call-in by scrutiny. 

In a statement, a 
BCBC spokesman said: 
“Members were all e- 
mailed the day after the 
November 3 cabinet 
meeting to inform them 
that the call-in period 
for cabinet decisions 
would expire on 
November 9 - and no 
call-in requests were 
received.” 

Coun Green stuck to 
her guns, saying that 
under cabinet rule 2.4, 
anything treated as 
urgent is not subject to 


scrutiny. 

She insisted: 

“Anyone with experi¬ 
ence of scrutiny would 
know that, which is why 
nobody called it in. 

“Nobody has the 
power to overrule the 
council’s constitution. 
Saying now that it could 
have been scrutinised is 
completely unconstitu¬ 
tional.” 

Coun Green claimed 
that although all mem¬ 
bers receive cabinet 
papers - including the 
confidential ones - 
these never spelt out 
that the basis of the new 
tender was to be a fort¬ 
nightly collection rather 
than the present weekly 
one. 

She said: “It is only 
now that I have gone 
back and looked again 
at these papers that I 
realise there was a sin¬ 
gle line in the report 
which referred to ‘alter¬ 
nate weekly collec¬ 
tions’. 

“There are a lot of 
councillors who had no 
idea that this change 
was being brought in. 

“We still have no 
idea how the new sys¬ 
tem will operate but we 
are stuck with it for 
another seven years. 

“It is very unsatisfac¬ 
tory. There should have 
been proper consulta¬ 


tion before any deci¬ 
sions were made.” 

Coun Green said that 
the officers had attempt¬ 
ed to bring in fortnight¬ 
ly refuse collections 
when she was council 
leader. 

“But we refused to 
contemplate it,” she 
said: 

“We dug our heels in, 
and the officers had to 
back down. It would 
appear that they have 
managed to win over 
the Labour cabinet 
much more easily.”

IN a statement to 
The GEM, Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) 
says it is scrapping 
weekly refuse col¬ 
lections and moving 
to the new system, 
as this is the Welsh 
Assembly 
Government’s “pre¬ 
ferred model”. 

From June, residents 
will be able to recycle 
most of their household 
rubbish each week, 
including kitchen food 


waste, plastics, cans, 
cardboard, tetra packs, 
glass, paper and textiles. 

With more items 
being recycled, there 
will be less to go into the 
black bags for landfill, 
which is why it will only 
be collected every two 
weeks. 

The council stated 
that discussions about 
this contract were dealt 
with in secret - because 
of commercially confi¬ 
dential information from 
the bidding companies. 

The council added 


that it treated the item as 
urgent on November 3 
because of the need to 
let the new contractor 
make the necessary 
arrangements and pur¬ 
chase the new equip¬ 
ment and vehicles need¬ 
ed. 

Coun Mel Nott, 
leader of the council, 
said that the cabinet is 
not afraid to tackle diffi¬ 
cult issues and take 
action in the best inter¬ 
ests of current and future 
generations in Bridgend.

Local man honoured 
for community work 


A VALLEYS cham¬ 
pion has just been 
awarded the MBE 
in the New Year’s 
Honours. 

Arnold Owen from 
Blackmill has worked 
for years in the village 
planting 100,000 daf¬ 
fodil bulbs, and organis¬ 
ing other environmental 
improvements. 

But his no mi nation is 
for his work in com¬ 
memorating the men 
from south Wales who 
fought against Franco in 
the Spanish Civil War. 
One of those who died 
was his brother Frank. 

“We were brought up 
in Maerdy in the 
Rhondda and it was a 
hotbed of communism in 
the 1930s.” recalled 
Arnold. 

“In fact, it was known 
as Little Moscow. Frank 
went off and never came 
back.” 

Mr Owen has worked 
for years to get plaques 
put up to the men who 
died, and he has also 
been involved in organ¬ 
ising an exhibition about 
the war which has toured 
many venues throughout 
Wales. 

Mr Owen, now aged 
91, worked for the 
Rhondda Bus Company 
and has lived in 
Blackmill for many 
years. His wife Mary 
died two years ago, but 
he has daughters 
Christine and Diane and 


son John living locally, 
along with his seven 
grandchildren and 14 
great grandchildren. 

Also honoured is 
Menna Richards, head of 
BBC Wales who comes 
from Maesteg. Menna, 
who received the OBE, 
is the daughter of Mrs 
Dilys Richards, former 
deputy head of Ysgol 


Gymraeg Ty Derwen, 
and the late Penry 
Richards, who was head 
of Blaencaerau Junior 
School. 

She is the grand¬ 
daughter of DC Watkins, 
who was the founder of 
the famous Nantyffyllon 
Children’s Choir. He 
was also a prominent 
councillor in the town. 


REFUSE collection 
services in 

Bridgend were dis¬ 
rupted by the snow 
on Wednesday and 
no collections took 
place. 

But the council is 
advising residents to put 
their black bags out as 
normal and they will be 
collected as soon as 
weather permits. If nec¬ 
essary, extra collections 
will take place on 
Saturday to clear up any 
backlog. 

The council has 
deployed street cleaning 
staff to help with gritting 
and snow clearance 
operations and priority 
is being given to pedes¬ 
trian footways in the 
town centres of 
Maesteg, Portheawl, 
Bridgend and Pencoed. 

Some north Wales 
councils are reported to 
be short of salt, but the 
council had stockpiled 
3,000 tonnes of salt 
ready for the winter and 
has enough for a further 
18 days gritting opera¬ 


tions. A further 3,000 
tonnes has been ordered 
to see the council 
through the rest of the 
winter. 

Most schools in 
Bridgend were closed, 
with only three remain¬ 
ing open - Mynydd 
Cynffig Junior, Brackla 
Primary and 

Llangewydd Junior 
School. 

Bus services were 
running from early 
Wednesday around most 
of the borough. 

A spokesman for First 
Cymru said that the 
services were running 
along main roads and 
were not going into 
housing estates, other 
than part of Cefn Glas. 

The main problems 
were in the valleys, 
where buses could not 
get up as far as 
Blaengarw or 

Nantymoel until later in 
the day. 

The buses to Maesteg 
were able to run as far as 
Caerau. but were unable 
to get up the hill to 
Cymmer.

T he day after

This amazing charity 
continues to provide 
free, independent, confi¬ 
dential and impartial 
advice on any issue to 
anyone. The charity is 
actively involved in 
helping to form new 
policies and regulations 
at all levels. 

The Citizens Advice 
Bureau’s services have 
been used by half of the 
UK population at some 
point in their lives, and 
there is almost no query 
that the staff can’t help 
you tackle. 

There are now 426 
bureaux across Wales

and England, and almost 
two million people 
sought help with more 
than six million prob¬ 
lems last year alone. 

Considering the cur¬ 
rent economic climate, it 
is perhaps no surprise 
that the bulk of new 
queries relate to personal 
finances and mortgage 
arrears. 

The Citizens Advice 
Bureau is currently han¬ 
dling about 9,300 new 
debt cases every working 
day as the economic 
downturn continues to 
take its toll. The charity 
has also reported a 50 
per cent jump in the 


number of people strug¬ 
gling to pay mortgage 
and utility bills. Helping 
people through my role 
as Bridgend MP, I know 
that talking through 
issues is very important 
and that getting the right 
information to help is 
even more important. 

A recent survey 
showed that more than 
half of the people who 
sought advice from the 
Citizens Advice Bureau 
felt more relaxed and 
positive about their situ¬ 
ation as a result of the 
help they received. 

People can, however, 
only benefit from using 


this service, if there are 
staff to run it. Out of 
27,000 people working 
for the Citizens Advice 
Bureau, 21,000 are vol¬ 
unteers? More volunteers 
are desperately needed to 
help with all aspects of 
the charity. 

The annual report of 
the Bridgend CAB 
records an impressive 
volume of work. Not 
surprisingly, enquiries 
are up 2,571 over the 
year to an impressive 
13,089. The top five 
issues which brought 
people to the office seek¬ 
ing help and advice were 
benefits, debt, employ¬ 
ment, relationships and 
housing. 

Interestingly, the age 
ranges of people attend¬ 


ing were varied, though 
the majority were in the 
35-49 age group. 

It is clear that the 
Citizens Advice Bureau 
is as important and use¬ 
ful today as it has ever 
been, and people will 
hopefully continue to 
both use the service and 
to volunteer to help.

O VER the 
past four 
months, the 
journey into 
Bridgend along the 
A48 has been a 
delight. 

The suspension of the 
use of the many sets of 
traffic lights at the 
Waterton roundabout has 
allowed traffic to flow 
unhindered from all 
directions throughout the 
day. 

It comes as no sur¬ 
prise to see the re¬ 
instatement of the lights 


and an immediate return 
to congestion and far 
slower roundabout tran¬ 
sit times. It does, howev¬ 
er, beg the question, why 
the re-instatement? 

At the end of 2004, 
when the lights were 
introduced, warning was 
given that the overall 
effect would be to seri¬ 
ously slow down traffic 
flow. 

Not surprisingly, this 
happened, leading to 
endless queuing around 
this and other traffic 
light controlled round¬ 
abouts in the area. 


Tut out lights 
on roundabouts’ 


The purpose of a 
roundabout is to improve 
traffic flow at a junction 
- the purpose of traffic 
lights the exact opposite. 
This premise seems lost 
on Bridgend council. 

Predictably, safety 
will be trotted out as the 
reason for the traffic- 
lighting of certain 
Bridgend roundabouts. 

If safety is the criteria 
used, why aren’t all 
roundabouts on all busy 
roads throughout the UK 
subject to the same con¬ 
trols? 

Perhaps the authority 
will use your pages to 
provide a detailed break¬ 


down of the incidence of 
accidents at Waterton (if 
any) over this period and 
provide a comparison 
with similar periods in 
the recent past when 
lights were in use. 

Equally, they should 
provide information as to 
the believed reason why 
any accident occurred 
and would it have been 
avoided by the presence 
of lights. 

If enough motorists 
express similar views, 
perhaps a re-think may 
take place.

Children's champion Eunice Jones 


A gifted and gracious 
lady of many talents 


OBITUARY 


EUNICE JONES, 
lately of Llandow, 
who died at the age 
of 84 shortly before 
Christmas, devoted 
her life to creative 
causes that benefited 
those people who 
lived around her, 
not least disadvan¬ 
taged children in her 
role as Wales 
Regional Organiser 
for Action Research 
for the Crippled 
Child, now con¬ 
densed to the shorter 
title Action 

Research. 

She threw herself 
into the job with imagi¬ 
native zeal, setting up 
some 30-40 fund-rais¬ 
ing committees across 
the nation. 

In so doing, the 
Wales region became 
one of the most dynam¬ 
ic in the whole of the 
UK. 

She did it by recmit- 
ing volunteers, mostly 
drawn from the mining 
industry, through con¬ 
tacts with the wives of 
managers, production 
managers, directors and 
colliery lodge officers, 
who were swept along 
by her enthusiasm to 
get involved in projects 
designed to help the 


disadvantaged young. 

For Eunice Jones, it 
became a mission that 
grew into a campaign 
endorsed by influential 
people in the health 
industry after her 
appointment as 

Principal Organiser for 
Wales. 

Born in Cardiff in 
1925 to an electrical 
engineer, Charles Piper, 
a New Zealander and 
his wife, Cissie, Eunice 
became intensely proud 
of her dual heritage 
inducing divided loyal¬ 
ties when Wales played 
the All Blacks. 

Taught by several of 
the best tutors, she won 
numerous competitions 
as a talented young 
soprano, while earning 
a living as a commer¬ 
cial librarian. 

Her musicianship 
was shared later with 
her husband, Raymond. 

As soon as she was 
able, she joined the 
WRENS soon after the 
outbreak of WW2, an 
episode which was 
shrouded in secrecy for 
generations. 

She worked as part 
of the code breakers 
deciphering U-boat 


messages received in 
the basement quarters 
of The Admiralty where 
she and her colleagues 
worked diligently, 12 
hours on and six off, in 
association with the top 
code-breakers at 
Bletchley Park. 

Subsequently she 
met and married 
Raymond Jones, him¬ 
self a talented singer, 
and supported him in 
his ambition to become 
a professional. 

She sang with him on 
many occasions in 
Olivet to Calvary. 

In her own right, 
Eunice Jones was much 
admired for her recitals 
of Elijah and St Paul by 
Mendelssohn. 

On her return to 
Cardiff, she gave devot¬ 
ed support to her hus¬ 
band when for several 
years he became man¬ 
ager of the Welsh 
Commonwealth Games 
team, travelling to 
games in New Zealand, 
Australia and Canada. 

Subsequently, she 
helped construct the 7th 
Cardiff Company of the 
Girls' Brigade, which 
grew to more than 100 
and became one of the 


strongest in Cardiff. In 
retirement she derived 
much comfort from her 
membership of the 
Guild of Friendship in 
Fairwater. 

She worked for the 
NSPCC in Cardiff as a 
branch chairwoman 
before moving to 
Llandow where she was 
a member of the 
Community Council 
and the Village Hall 
committee. 

In retirement, she 
became increasingly 
involved in the 
Mothers’ Union and 
became enrolling mem¬ 
ber at Llandow and 
later at Rampton, where 
she moved following 
Raymond's death four 
years ago, to live close 
to her daughter. Felicity 
and family. 

She is survived by 
Felicity and by her son, 
Timothy, together with 
six grandchildren. 

Eunice Jones was 
specially blessed with 
gifts and talents she 
shared among the com¬ 
munity wherever she 
lived. 

She made it a precept 
always to give more 
than she received.

Lanes hazard 
for cyclists 


I NOTED the 
recent letter by 
MrPJ 

Alexander on the 
B4270 Llantwit 
Major/Llandow 
road. 

How right are Mr 
Alexander’s comments 
regarding the difficulties 
faced by would-be cycle 
commuters wishing to 
use this road. 

Also, his suggestion 
that cyclists should con¬ 
sider using the parallel 
lanes as a route to work 
is a sound idea. 

However, there are 
two considerations. 
Firstly, the cyclists may 
be unaware of these 
lanes; but secondly and 
more importantly, is the 
state of these minor 
roads. 

The lane to the east of 
the B4270 (Frampton 


Lane?) is almost perma¬ 
nently flooded along one 
stretch to an extent that 
ensures wet feet for 
cyclists. (It is also well 
coated with puncture- 
inducing hedge cut¬ 
tings). 

The lane to the west 
(Morfa Lane) has 
become deeply pot-holed 
and nearly always deep 
in mud - hardly con¬ 
ducive to cycling. 

This is a pity as it is 
an ideal cycle-commut¬ 
ing route. Perhaps the 
highways authorities 
could consider designat¬ 
ing this as a cycle route, 
and ensure that it is kept 
in a usable condition - a 
faint hope I fear. 

It would be a shame 
to wait until someone is 
hurt before taking any 
positive action.

FOR our service¬ 
men in Afghanistan, 
brought up with 
warm memories of 
family Christmases, 
it was a particular¬ 
ly poignant time.

Council says 
that collections 
must change

Coun Green said 
that she was a huge 
fan of recycling but 
news that a kitchen 
waste recycling 
scheme is to be run 
borough-wide as 
part of the new 
contract has 
caused concern. 

“We organised a pilot 
scheme for kitchen 
waste when we were in 
power. What has hap¬ 
pened to information 
gleaned from that? 

“As far as I know, 
there has been no 
attempt to analyse the 
success or failure of this 
scheme - and I am very 
disappointed. 

“The council should 
have made its decision 
based on how the pilot 
scheme was run. It may 
be that the whole thing 
was a complete disaster, 
which is why we have 
not seen any results. I 
simply do not know.” 

The press were only 
alerted to the change 
when a report on tfc 
new waste contract 
went to the scrutiny 
committee in Christmas 
week, outlining what 
was to happen. 

This report stated 
that all the tender docu¬ 
ments which went out 
to the rival bidders were 
for a fortnightly black 
bag collection, plus a 
weekly collection of 
food waste, collected in 
bins to be provided to 
householders. 

There will also be 
weekly collections of 
recyclable materials, 
including a new plastic 
and can collection, plus 
the usual glass, paper 
and textiles. 

Having kept the deci¬ 
sion under wraps until 
now, the council intends 
to embark on a commu¬ 
nication exercise to 
inform residents of the 
changes before they 
come into effect in 
June. 

No figures about the 
cost of the new contract 
have been revealed and 
Coun Wayne Morgan, 
who sits on the scrutiny 
committee, said he had 
lodged a number of 
questions to do with the 
financial savings, as he 
was unhappy with the 
figures revealed. 

He is unable to dis¬ 
cuss these details, as the 
information was on 
confidential papers. 

He said: “This is a 
huge contract worth 
many millions and it 
has been rushed 
through. 

“It was discussed at 
three separate cabinet 
meetings - but each 
time in secret. In my 
view, some of the 
debate should have 
been in the public 
arena, where the press 
could report what was 
being proposed. 

“Obviously, the con¬ 
fidential contract fig¬ 
ures should still have 
been reported in secret, 
but details like scrap¬ 
ping the weekly collec¬ 
tion should have been 


up for discussion.” 

Mr Morgan said that 
it was now too late to 
challenge the decision 
because the new con¬ 
tract had been signed. 

“The scrutiny com¬ 
mittee has decided to 
carry out continuous 
monitoring of the con¬ 
tract as it comes into 
effect,” he said. “We all 
felt that the procedure 
should have been better 
managed.” 

Mr Morgan said that 
a number of issues 
remained unresolved. 

“I asked about people 
with young children 
using disposable nap¬ 
pies,” he said. “Are 
they expected to keep 
black bags containing 
soiled nappies for two 
weeks in summer? 

“If there are two chil¬ 
dren in nappies, you are 
looking at up to 170 
nappies accumulating in 
a fortnight. That poses a 
serious health risk.” 

He said that his fear 
was that people would 
not tolerate having 
these bags accumulating 
and there would be an 
increase in the number 
of black bags dumped 
around the borough. 

“How much money 
will the council save if 
they have to send out 
gangs to pick up bags 
from every lane and 
country road? We also 
need to know how the 
food waste collection 
will operate. 

“People may not be 
willing to have rotting 
foodstuffs hanging 
about in special bins in 
their kitchens.” 

Coun Cheryl Green 
said that the Liberal 
Democrat group would 
be discussing this deci¬ 
sion and deciding what 
action to take. 

“Yes, we are in 
favour of recycling, but 
we were also opposed 
to the scrapping of the 
weekly refuse collec¬ 
tion,” she said. 

“This decision has 
been taken under the 
radar and many mem¬ 
bers including, I sus¬ 
pect, Labour council¬ 
lors, will not be aware 
of what has been done. 

“It is also likely to be 
hugely unpopular with 
residents. People will be 
asking what they are 


paying council tax for if 
services are to be 
decreased. This is one 
of the few services that 
everyone uses. There 
has been a complete 
lack of transparency on 
this.” 

Conservative leader 
Pat Hacking said initial¬ 
ly that her gut instinct 
was to oppose the 
change. 

She said: “I was part 
of the Rainbow Alliance 
cabinet that fought the 
officers on this. 

“Now, the Labour 
cabinet has given in. 
Many people have 
nowhere to store black 
bags and recycling bins 
- what about people liv¬ 
ing in flats? 

“How are they to 
manage? ” 

Coun Hacking said 
that the council had 
stated it would save 
£638,000 by these 
changes - but there 
would be a big increase 
in fly tipping in her 
view. 

“This should have 
been discussed in prop¬ 
er debates and not dealt 
with in secret. 

“The Conservative 
group will be discussing 
its reaction at our meet¬ 
ing next week.” 

However, she later 
contacted The GEM to 
state that further infor¬ 
mation had been made 
available at a meeting 
of the Town and 
Community Council 
forum, including plans 
to inform all councillors 
of what is to happen, 
and she was quite 
happy with these pro¬ 
posals. 

Coun Ken Watts, 
Conservative member 
for Newton, said that he 
had no idea that this 
change was coming in. 

He said: “I thought it 
was simply a new con¬ 
tract to provide the 
same service. 

“It was never flagged 
up to back bench coun¬ 
cillors. Many elderly 
people will have prob¬ 
lems and I am opposed 
to the change. 

“In England, some 
councils are reverting 
back to weekly collec¬ 
tions because the fort¬ 
nightly ones have been 
so unpopular and 
unworkable.”

Coun Nott said: “We 
have an excellent 
working relationship 
with officers and pro¬ 
vide them with a 
strong lead on the 
direction we want the 
authority to be head¬ 
ing in. 

“We are confident 
that this is the right 
decision in relation to 
recycling and waste 
management.” 

He insisted: “If any 
member had a concern 
about the cabinet’s deci¬ 
sion on November 3, 
then there was an oppor¬ 
tunity for it to be called 
in, in keeping with 
council procedures. 

“This opportunity was 
clearly communicated to 
all members on 
November 4. It think it 
is significant that this 
was not called in at the 
appropriate time, nor 
were any issues raised at 
the Community Renewal 
and Environment 
Scrutiny Committee on 
December 21. 

“The unavoidable fact 
is that times are chang¬ 
ing. The new proposals 
are the only way we are 
going to meet our statu¬ 


tory requirements and 
hit the challenging waste 
and recycling targets set 
by the Welsh Assembly 
Government. 

“We understand that 
some people may be 
concerned about the 
changes, but ultimately, 
what we do now to min¬ 
imise waste and increase 
recycling will have a 
significant effect not 
only on our own lives, 
but also on the lives of 
future generations. 

“These new proce¬ 
dures will also benefit 
local residents by saving 
money that can be rein¬ 
vested into other impor¬ 
tant services.” 

Cabinet member John 
Spanswick said that the 
changes were among the 
biggest ever made to 
how waste is handled. 

“We have consistently 
heard feedback from 
residents who want 
more recycling initia¬ 
tives to be introduced. 

“By recycling more 
items on a weekly basis, 
there will be less waste 
going into landfill bags, 
so general refuse can be 
collected every two 
weeks instead. 

“The new procedures 
will also save money on 
landfill costs.”

SHOUT will discuss 
latest collection cuts 


MEMBERS of Porthcawl SHOUT 
will be discussing the changes to 
the refuse collection at their meet¬ 
ing tomorrow (Friday 8). 

Spokesman Clive Mort said that 
members were concerned about the 
lack of consultation and Des Rees will 
be taking it up at the next meeting of 
Bridgend County SHOUT. 

“Members will be very concerned 
to hear that the council has decided 
behind closed doors to reduce black 
bag collections to once a fortnight,” 
said Mr Mort. 

“We had heard that some discus¬ 
sions were taking place to reduce col¬ 
lections, and while we appreciate that 
some cuts in public services are 
inevitable in the present financial cli¬ 


mate, SHOUT are disappointed and 
appalled that promised consultations 
prior to the decision do not appear to 
have taken place.” 

Mr Mort said that the meetings will 
be highlighting the problems older 
people may face with storage and han¬ 
dling of refuse . 

“We will want assurances that these 
particular problems will be taken into 
account before this decision is imple¬ 
mented. 

“Older people and those with dis¬ 
abilities are a special category and 
should receive greater consideration.” 

Porthcawl SHOUT will also 
demand that a council officer attend 
their next meeting to explain how this 
“unacceptable ” situation has arisen.

The big freeze 
hits Bridgend

Bus services also 
managed to get to 
Betws, although the 
hill did pose prob¬ 
lems. 

Train services on the 
Maesteg line were run¬ 
ning normally, although 
some delays took place. 

A spokesman for the 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg health 
board said that the icy 
conditions had sent A 
and E admissions 
through the roof. 

Casualty departments 
throughout the area have 
seen high numbers of 
people coming through 
the doors. 

Dr Kirsty Dixon- 
Jardine, who is the con¬ 
sultant in the Princess of 
Wales A and E depart¬ 
ment, urged people not 
to go out in these icy 
conditions unless 
absolutely necessary. 

“We’ve seen a num¬ 
ber of broken bones and 
injuries from falls,” she 
said. “We are seeing 
people of all ages, not 
just the elderly.” 

Many of the injuries 
incurred are broken 
bones in the hand, wrist 
or ankle as a result of 


slips and falls. Dougie 
Russell, clinical director 
for the Muscloskeletal 
Directorate, said that 
extra theatre sessions 
had been laid on to deal 
with the increased num¬ 
ber of patients. He said 
that there was a knock- 
on effect on the number 
of patients attending 
fracture clinics. 

Longer term, there 
will be additional 
demand for physiothera¬ 
py when these fractures 
have healed. 

But no outpatient 
clinics were cancelled in 
Bridgend, as all staff 
were able to get in. 

However, Cardiff 
Airport was hit. Snow 
meant that the runways 
were closed until 2pm, 
but operations then were 
limited and there were 
delays. 

South Wales Police 
said that it was “busi¬ 
ness as usual”. Assistant 
Chief Constable Nick 
Croft said: “The heavy 
snowfall overnight has 
proved challenging for 
the force, but we are 
extremely proud of the 
commitment and dedica¬ 
tion of our staff, who 
have gone to extra 
lengths to ensure it 


remains business as 
usual. 

“Our priority is to 
provide a 24/7 emer¬ 
gency service to the 
public and we are work¬ 
ing hard to meet the 
additional demands 
placed upon us. 

“We have also assist¬ 
ed colleagues from other 
emergency services this 
morning with officers 
transporting nurses to 
the University Hospital 
of Wales to help them 
maintain a service dur¬ 
ing these adverse condi¬ 
tions. 

“As a force, we are 
continuing to prepare for 
the possibility of further 
bad weather overnight 
and are working closely 
with other emergency 
services and partners to 
ensure the safety of our 
communities. 

“I would also urge 
those who have to travel 
to make use of main 
roads and avoid less 
used routes. 

“Drivers should also 
allow extra time for 
their journey and ensure 
they allow an appropri¬ 
ate distance between 
them and the vehicle 
ahead,” he warned.

“Dinas Powys coun¬ 
cillors felt they had to 
start a petition to ensure 
the council takes the 
issue seriously,” said 
Plaid Cymru AM Chris 
Franks. 

“For more than five 
years we have been 
campaigning for the 
Vale Council to replace 
the Cross Common 
Road bridge near 
Hebron Hall, over the 
stream leading to the 
main road. 

“This vital bridge is 
now in such a poor state 
that it is being propped 
up by timber beams. 
This in itself is adding 
to the flooding risks. 

“The Vale Council 
has failed to properly 


consider the implica¬ 
tions should this bridge 
deteriorate further. 

“This is one of only 
two direct road connec¬ 
tions between the north 
and south half of Dinas 
Powys, the other being 
Murch Bridge. The 
structure is also on a bus 
route. 

“We are calling on 
the Vale Council to allo¬ 
cate adequate funds to 
replace the bridge as a 
matter of urgency,” he 
concluded. 

Miles Punter, head of 
visible services, said: 
“The possible replace¬ 
ment of Cross Common 
bridge, due to a reduc¬ 
tion in its structural 
capacity, is one of many 
schemes being consid¬ 
ered by the council as 
part of the capital pro¬ 
gramme for 2010/11. 

“A final decision on 
the programme will be 
taken by the council in 
March 2010.”

ROGER DAVIES, 
our speaker, began 
his love affair with 
Uganda back in the 
1960s. 

His talk showed his 
deep knowledge of a 
country that, after much 
strife, including the rule 
of Idi Amin, now seems 
to be at peace with 
itself. 

However, he did 
recall sitting with the 
local district commis¬ 
sioner watching satellite 
television on one occa¬ 
sion, when that gentle¬ 
man suggested using the 
shelter and safety of a 
pillar for their viewing - 
in case an assassination 
attempt should be made 
on his life! 

The northern area, 
where Roger was based, 
had been involved in an 
internal war for some 20 
years and this ended 
only two years ago. 

This was a period 
when youngsters, some 
of them pre-teenagers, 
had been forced to fight 
in the conflict. 

At the end of hostili¬ 
ties, they were re-habili- 
tated mentally and phys¬ 
ically, but were often 
not welcomed back into 
their home villages. 

The Uganda 
described by Mr Davies 
is a beautiful country 
famed for its wild-life 
on mountain ranges. 

If the rains are reli-

able, two crops a year 
can provide an abundant 
harvest. 

In recent times, 

Roger volunteered to 
assist a group of local 
youths from Wales, who 
were involved in build¬ 
ing-up one of the village 
schools in the northern 
territory.

Popular teacher 
fell under bus, 
inquest is told 


A POPULAR Barry 
teacher was killed 
when she slipped 
into the path of a 
bus, an inquest 
heard yesterday 
(Wednesday). 

RE teacher Fflur 
Bedwyr (34) slipped on 
a pavement, to fall in 
front of the 55ft long bus 
in a freak accident. The 
inquest heard she went 
headfirst under the bus 
travelling at 15 miles per 
hour on a busy street. 

Bus driver Colin 
Havard said: “All of a 
sudden, there was a bang 
and the young lady had 
come off the road. 

“One of the passen¬ 
gers shouted out ‘she’s 
been hit’.” 

Mr Havard stopped 
the bus and called emer¬ 
gency services to the 
busy road in Canton, 
Cardiff, but the inquest 
heard Fflur died at the 
roadside from severe 
head and chest injuries. 

Motorist Kenneth 
Giles, driving behind the 
bus, said: “If I was driv¬ 
ing the bus, I don't think 
it would have been any 
different. I don't see how 
he could have missed 
her.” 

The inquest heard that 
unmarried Fflur was fit 
and healthy and enjoyed 
skiin£j^la^edtouch

rugby, and ran 
marathons. Cardiff 
Coroner Mary Hassell 
said: “I wish I could 
offer some kind of rea¬ 
son for this, but I think it 
was totally random.” 
Fflur, of Riverside, 


Cardiff, was head of 
year-9 at Welsh medium 
comprehensive Ysgol 
Bro Morgannwg in 
Barry. 

Two days after her 
death, around 250 upset 
teenagers took time out 
from their summer holi¬ 
days to pay tribute to 
their favourite teacher. 

The impromptu 
memorial service was 
held with Fflur’s mother 
and sister joining the 
saddened pupils and 
staff. 

At the time, sixth-for¬ 
mer Vicki Williams (18) 
said: “She was a teacher 
everyone liked - she put 
everyone before herself 
and would go out of her 
way to help us. 

“She won the 
favourite teacher award 
at our end-of-year prom 
- I was devastated when 
I found out what hap¬ 
pened.” 

Verdict: Accidental 
death.

It may have been a 
touch too male-centric, 
but it captured wonder¬ 
fully the regressed state 
that most men fall into 
when in the company of 
other men. 

With laughs-a-plenty, 
both straight and surreal 
(how do you wake up 
with a tiger in your 
hotel room?). The 
Hangover was the 
laugh-riot of 2009. 

9. Inglourious 
Basterds - If you can 
claim a director has 
made a return to form 
after one poor film, then 
this was Quentin 
Tarantino’s return to 
form. 

Putting Deathproof 
firmly in the past, this 
World War Two film 
gleefully riffed on the 
director’s influences, 
creating a glorious melt¬ 
ing pot that was both 
comedic and substantial. 

An array of strong 
performances, particu¬ 
larly Christoph Waltz as 
the film’s villain, gave 
the traditional verbose 
Tarantino dialogue extra 
spark, and the film’s cli¬ 
max was a hugely enter¬ 
taining re-write of histo¬ 
ry that marked out these 
Inglourious people as 
ones to watch. 

8. Let The Right 
One In - Proving that 
the vampire geme need 
not be the main domain 
of lovesick teenagers 
and their pale-faced 
objects of affection. Let 
The Right One In was a 
tender look at two 
youngsters, both out¬ 
siders, one a vampire, 
forging a strong bond 
with each other.

7. Frost/Nixon - A 
heavyweight series of 
television interviews 
translated from stage to 
(silver) screen, 
Frost/Nixon may have 
stretched the story a 
touch for dramatic 
effect, but managed to 
create a film that 
dripped with tension, 
and performances from 
Michael Sheen and 
Frank Langella that, for 
the latter especially, 
troubled awards voters. 

Ron Howard showed 
a pleasing economy in 
taking the face-off to 
the big screen, but by 
allowing the drama to 
dominate proceedings 
created a film that was 
never less than captivat¬ 
ing. 

6. The Hurt Locker 

- Kathryn Bigelow’s 
story of a bomb dispos¬ 
al unit in Iraq and the 
daily trials and tribula¬ 
tions they face was like 
a short sharp punch to 
the face - visceral 
direction, a palpable 
tension that never lets 
up and the ever-present 
fear of death engulfing 
the team on every mis¬ 
sion they undertake. 

It drew an incendiary 
lead turn from Jeremy 
Renner and, despite the 
setting, spent more time 
focusing on the effects 
on the lives of those 
involved in conflict, 
rather than making gen¬ 
eral observations about 
the nature of war; The 
Hurt Locker was a tense 
drama that was hard to 
beat. 

5. Up - Pixar’s 10th, 
and arguably most 
grown up offering yet. 
Up was a glorious mesh 
of childlike sensibility 
with a story that pointed 
out the importance of 
following your dreams 
before you become too 
old. 

Featuring the most 
emotional animation 
sequence since the 
hunter cocked his rifle 
in Bambi, Up was a 
delight for both children 
and adults alike, and 
may prove to be the 
watershed in Pixar’s 
film production. 

4. Moon - Duncan 
‘son of David Bowie’ 
Jones’ feature film 
debut throbbed with 
invention and intelli¬ 
gence, borrowing liber¬ 
ally from 1970s science 
fiction films but main¬ 
taining its own identity. 

The story of a man 
tasked with mining the 
titular planet on his 
own, and the strange 
events that befall him. 


was an intriguing 
proposition, Jones main¬ 
taining the film’s ten¬ 
sion throughout and 
offering up something 
rich and compelling. 

A winning turn from 
Sam Rockwell merely 
added to the film’s qual¬ 
ity, and marked out 
Moon as being one of 
the most original films 
of the year. 

3. A Serious Man - 
The Coen brothers’ 
response to winning 
Oscars appears to be to 
make films that are wil¬ 
fully obscure and diffi¬ 
cult to get to the bottom 
of. 

An incredibly 
focused piece of work, 

A Serious Man saw the 
brothers at their most 
personal, yet they hid it 
beneath an intriguing 
plot that didn’t provide 
many answers to the 
questions it posed. 

With a sharp cast of 
unknowns delivering 
excellent performances, 
it was a film that proved 
the Coen’s haven’t lost 
their idiosyncrasies. 

2. Avatar - There 
was a large degree of 
fulsome praise for 
James Cameron’s film 
in last week’s GEM, but 
rest assured that when it 


comes to epic film-mak¬ 
ing that retains the core 
need to keep you invest¬ 
ed with strong story¬ 
telling, Cameron is most 
certainly the man. 

Seeing where the 3-D 
technology goes from 
here is the fun part, but 
Avatar has most certain¬ 
ly set the standard. 

1. The Wrestler - 
Mickey Rourke’s tour- 
de-force performance 
was the tip of the ice¬ 
berg in this stunningly

never fulfilling. 

Having taken on one 
iconic role with Iron 
Man, he switches tack to 
another in Guy Ritchie’s 
Sherlock Holmes. 

Downey Jr plays the 
titular detective, who, 
having solved a murder 
mystery by catching 
Lord Blackwood (Mark 
Strong), falls into a deep 
funk as Watson’s 
impending engagement 
to Mary (Kelly Reilly) 
means the end of their 
partnership. 

However, when 
Blackwood seemingly 
rises from the grave and 
warns Holmes of his 
plans to take over first 
Britain and then the 
world, the pair reunite to 
stop him; a job made 
even more complicated 
by the reappearance of 
Irene Adler (Rachel 
McAdams), whose past 
with Holmes makes her 
an intriguing proposi¬ 
tion... 

Given Hollywood’s 
taste for anything of a 
literary bent, it is no sur¬ 
prise that Sherlock 
Holmes has once again 
made his way onto the 
big screen, given both 
the renown the character 
holds and the depth of 
source material on offer. 

The decision to put 
this biggest of Holmes 
adaptations in the hands 
of Guy Ritchie, an 
accomplished yet far 
lower budget director. 


and the casting of Robert 
Downey Jr as the detec¬ 
tive, meant that eyes 
were very much on this 
film. Yet for all the blus¬ 
ter, the resulting piece of 
work is hugely entertain¬ 
ing, positioning it as 
both a faithful transition 
yet being given a pleas¬ 
ing dash of modem sen¬ 
sibility. 

Much of the credit 
should be given to 
Ritchie, who gets right 
inside a London on the 
cusp of technological 
revolution. 

There’s a basic frame¬ 
work of Tower Bridge 
visible, which makes for 
a delightful final show¬ 
down location should 
you need one, but this 
isn’t a film concerned 
with making in-jokes 
and references about the 
future. Instead, Ritchie’s 
camera weaves its way 
through the grubby and 
grimy streets of the city, 
capturing excellently the 
feel of the time. 

He also reigns in his 
more gregarious tics, 
with very few slow- 
motion shots or whip- 
fast edits. 

Ritchie allows the 
performances and the 
excellent sets to do the 
work for him, while 
imbuing the action 
sequences with a sense 
of derring-do and 
panache. 

It is an assured show¬ 
ing from the director. 


who proves that he is 
more than comfortable 
on the bigger stage, giv¬ 
ing the film a pacy feel. 

He also draws excel¬ 
lent turns from both 
Downey Jr and Law, 
whose easy chemistry 
and Victorian Odd 
Couple-Qsqwd bickering 
makes the scenes featur¬ 
ing the two of them a 
delight, with the former 
maintaining his red-hot 
form with another sensa¬ 
tional turn. 

Capturing Holmes’ 
personality traits to a 
tee, Downey Jr takes 
Conan-Doyle’s character 
and brings him to life, 
blowing away the stuffi¬ 
ness of other screen 
incarnations and giving 
him a charismatic and 
humorous edge. 

With a bohemian 
twist, this version of 
Holmes is prone to the 
odd hare-knuckle boxing 
match, and flights of 
reckless fancy, made all 
the more vivid by 
Downey Jr’s overt 
charisma. 

Law does a similarly 
good job as Watson, 
making him an equal of 
Holmes’ rather than the 
sidekick, and coupled 
with a screenplay that 
gives the character 
depth, produces a turn 
that while not as showy 
as Downey Jr’s, is still 
as important. 

With the always- 
dependable Mark Strong 


giving a good turn, if a 
touch understated, as the 
film’s villain, with the 
black arts-infatuated 
Blackwood offering a 
supernatural twist, 
Rachel McAdams 
ensures a clean sweep of 
strong performances as 
the gutsy Adler. 

Offering a different 
dimension to the rela¬ 
tionships on show, her 
turn is lively, sparking 
wonderfully well with 
Downey Jr. 

Adapting various 
aspects of Conan- 
Doyle’s work, screen¬ 
writers Michael Robert 
Johnson, Anthony 
Peckham and Simon 
Kinberg do a very good 
job, not only by estab¬ 
lishing the universe of 
Holmes, but by the way 
they integrate this into 
the fabric of the narra¬ 
tive. 

This avoids the pit- 
falls of many ‘origin’ 
films that are more con¬ 
cerned with setting up 
characters than servicing 
those characters with a 
captivating story. 

There is the odd mis¬ 
step on the way, with 
some of the film’s com¬ 
puter effects looking 
ever so slightly suspi¬ 
cious, particularly in this 
post-Avatar world, while 
the actual story, as 
engaging as it is, tends 
to fall into genre pre¬ 
dictability come the cli¬ 
max.

I T was in 1959 that Porthcawl 
Lifeguard Club (PLGC) set up as 
the first volunteer lifesaving club in 
Wales, and 2009 saw PLGC celebrating 
its 50th anniversary in style - while 
2010 promises to be the start of another 
historic era for the club! 

A club spokesman said: “The year saw the club 
growing in numbers at the weekly beach and pool 
training, with more and more youngsters joining 
the nippers and juniors - and lots of the grown¬ 
ups getting involved in the seniors. 

“The rejuvenated club competed in, and hosted, 
surf lifesaving competitions against the strongest 
clubs in Wales, and got some great results. 

“There were also away trips, weekend camp- 
outs, barbecues, black tie dinners, presentations 
and accolades. 

“The club proudly hosted the Welsh Open 
Championships for SLSA Wales, and the Around 
The Bay Swim, followed by a fantastic Porthcawl 
Nipper Carnival. 

“PLGC got a big feather in their cap as they 
went on to receive the Welsh Nipper Club of the 
Year Award, in recognition of the amazing hard 
work the club volunteers have put in to support 
youngsters. 

“There were lots of other things happening 
through the year too, for example, a dozen of the 
club’s Nippers took part in a climate change film- 
making workshop. It is their future after all.” 

Club captain Steph Davenport said: “Well done 
to all those who competed, gained awards, trained 
and gave time to helping the club become a 
friendly, positive and well-respected Surf 
Lifesaving Club.” 

The volunteers of the club work alongside pro¬ 
fessional lifeguards and the summer saw some 
dramatic rescues. 

The need for beach safety was horribly brought 
home to all through the tragic death of a local 
youngster from the harbour slipway. 

The historic year also marked the end of a 
seven-year planning application to build a new 
Lifeguard Station, with news that the new build¬ 
ing can go ahead within Porthcawl’s 
‘Regeneration Zone’. 

PLGC have raised £300,000 from WAG for a 
new club house above Rhych Point and for found¬ 
ing club member Dai ‘Viking’ Thomas, who 
helped build the original club and worked tire¬ 
lessly in support of the new building, this news 
was a triumph of persistence! 

The new building is designed with the younger 
members in mind, making it colourful and practi¬ 
cal. The building, apart from great facilities for 
the club, will also house public toilets and show¬ 
ers. 

Tragically, Dai Thomas died of cancer during 
the summer and will be greatly missed by all who 
knew him. His legacy, though, will be as a key 
part of lifeguard culture in the town, with the new 
club building being named after him, along with 
the Dai Viking Cup, sponsored by Porthcawl and 
District Tourist Association, which is now part of 
the annual Around the Bay Swim. 

The club joined in the Christmas Swim - and 
carried out a beach clean on Coney Beach the 
Sunday before as part of their ongoing commit¬ 
ment to improving the local environment, as 
PLGC has ‘adopted’ Coney Beach under the 
Marine Conservation Society Beachwatch 
scheme. 

Rounding off the year with a frosty Christmas 
Morning swim seemed the perfect end to a 
momentous year, looking forward to bright things 
to come! 

The first stage of the David ‘Viking’ Thomas 
building will start in February, with completion in 
March. 

The building comes at a time when the club is 
really on the up and will hopefully become a 
symbol of a bright future for the whole town.

We don’t 
want our youngsters 
having to travel to 
Swansea or Cardiff to 
train - we want to devel¬ 
op our future Olympians 
right here.” 

He said the coaches at 
Bridgend had achieved 
amazing results with 
sub-standard facilities: 
“Imagine what we can 
do with the right facili¬ 
ties.” Having coached at 
Olympic level himself, 
he is perfectly aware of 
what it takes to make it 
to the top. 

“Our philosophy is to 
get as many youngsters 
as possible in through 
the doors, enjoying 
physical activity in a 
structured but fun way. 

“Gymnastics helps 
these youngsters develop 
a healthy attitude 
towards their bodies and 
we all know how impor¬ 
tant that is.
